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TIME FOR ACTION. 


If there is to be any investigation into the 
Callaghan report, and the unique proceedings 
which followed from that document, the investi 
gating should be done by a committee of the 
Legislature, and the sooner the better.

GOING TO SHOW THEM. 


The provincia) coal commissioner is going east 
to demonstrate to the Dominion authorities and 
the Ontario Government that Alberta has the 
fuel whieh central Canada needs, Several cars of 
coal from various districts in the province have 
been forwarded and will be used in official tests 
to show the heat-producing capacity of the 
Alberta product. Of the success of the demon- 
stration there is no room for doubt. The quality 
of the coal will prove itsclf under almost any con- 
ditions. That the results will induce the Federal 
and Ontario outhorities to press for such redue- 
tion in freight rates as will make the price of Al- 
berta coal attractive to the Ontario public is the 
object in view. Unless such readjustment im rates 
is brought about, Alberta coal cannot come into 
general use in that province, and central Canada’s 
fuel problem will remain unsolved. If the Ontario 
Government can be got to back Alberta's proposal 
of special rates on coal, and the Dominion Gov- 
ernment takes a sympathetic stand, it may he 


possible to secure a reduction for shipments made | 
this summer. In that case we should know a year 


from now whether it is commercially feasible to 
stoke Ontario’s heating plants with Alberta coal.
